T h e Convention for framing a consti­ 
tution, to bs submitted to the people of 
this State, adjourned on T hursday, to 
meet again on the thud day of N ovem ­ 
ber, at East Greenwich. 
I he General 
Assembly will be in session at the same 
lime 
and 
place, and 
an explanatory 
act will probably be passed before the 
constitution 
is submitted to the 
peo­ 
ple. 
T he constitution has been comple­ 
ted, and will be published as soon as it 
is revised and engrossed. 
'The following 
lith e preamble : 
“ W e, the people of the State of Rhode 
Island if Providence Plantations, grate­ 
ful to Almighty God for the civil and re ­ 
ligious liberty which H e hath so long 
permitted us to enjoy, and looking to 
H u n for a blessing upon our endeavors 


meet iii the different counties as now 
provided by law.

“ In the words of the F ather of his 
Country, we declare, that ‘the basis of 
our 
political system* is the people to 
make and alter their Constitutions of 
government ; but that the comtiiuWou 
which at any time exists, till changed by 
an explicit and authentic act of the whole 
people, is sacredly obligatory upou ail.’ ” 
I he fourth section prohibits slavery. 
T h e following is the section concern­ 
ing the fisheries : 
“ T h e people shall continue to enjoy 
and freely exercise all the rights of fish­ 
ery and privileges of the shore to which 
they have been heretofore entitled under 
the charter and usages of this S ta te .— 
Rut no new right in these respects is 
intended to be granted, nor any existing 
one impaired by tins declaration.” 


A r t i c l e Second — On the Right of Suf­ 
fr a g e .— Suffrage is extended beyond it* 
present basis to all male native citizens 
r<>om cif the United State* who have reaided 
in the State two years, and in the town 
where they may offer to vote one year ;
